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Enough is enough 


Tesco removes recycling centre following abuse and vandalism 


TESCO has removed all recycling facilities from its 
Dorchester store after on-going problems with litter and 
vandalism. 

The site, in the comer of the Weymouth Avenue store 
car park, has been completely cleared and a sign put up 
explaining the reason. The store says the recycling has 
been removed because of “ongoing abuse”. 

Bob Kerr, from the Dorchester anti-litter group, Stop 
the Drop, said the removal of the recycling banks is a 
“great shame” and could lead to increased littering else¬ 
where. 

“Unfortunately not everyone will be bothered to take 
their recycling to one of the other sites in the town, or 
may not know where they are. They might be tempted to 
just dump what they have, or put the items in the dustbin 
for landfill.” 

Mr Kerr said he was aware of litter problems at the site 
- with plastic bags and newspapers, along with other 
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items, being blown into bushes which surrounded the re¬ 
cycling banks. 

“I did look at it some time ago and it was pretty bad 
under the hedges but it’s a shame to see the facility re¬ 
moved. A lot of people used it, especially for the items 
which can’t be taken away with the door to door recy¬ 
cling collections, such as plastic bottles.” 

The loss of the recycling centre will also mean less 
items going to charity - two of the banks at Tesco col¬ 
lected clothing, including shoes, and books for Oxfam 
and the Samaritans. 

Mr Kerr also pointsed out that the sign left at Tesco 
claiming that the nearest recycling facility is in Charles 
Street is wrong. The nearest sites are on the market car 
park near the skatepark, at Colliton Park and the house¬ 
hold site in St George’s Road. 


A Tesco spokesman confirmed that litter around the site 
and vandalism had been the reason for removing the fa¬ 
cility. 

The spokesperson said: “We’re disappointed that the 
misuse of the Dorchester store recycling facilities has led 
us to remove it from our car park. We will continue to en¬ 
courage our customers to recycle at home and at other fa¬ 
cilities.” 

A Dorset Waste Partnership spokesman, Michael 
Carhart-Harris said: “Tesco took over the running of the 
mini recycling centre at its Dorchester store around two 
years ago. We are aware that the recycling banks were re¬ 
cently removed by Tesco because of on-going abuse and 
fly-tipping. We do not know what Tesco's plans are for 
the site. 

“There are two other mini recycling centres in Dorch¬ 
ester, at Colliton Park and the market car park. These fa¬ 
cilities are for household waste only and cannot be used 
to dispose of commercial waste, which is illegal and car¬ 
ries a fine of up to £5,000.”

Heaps of stuff! I’ve been a charity events organiser and 
more recently a teacher, I taught English at GCSE level 
and also as a foreign language to students from all over 
the world. I feel Eve found my true calling in coffee and 
am loving the challenge of setting up and developing 
my own business, it’s something I often day dreamed 
about and now I’m doing it. 

■ HOW did you become interested in working as a 
barista? 

When in Australia, I finally found that coffee could be 
divine - in the UK, my experience of coffee had been 
pretty poor and I rarely drank the stuff. I began to won¬ 
der what it was that made the difference...and there, the 
flame of passion was ignited. 

■ WHY did you decide to open a coffee shop in 
Lyme Regis? 

We arrived for a day trip one crisp, snowy November a 
couple of years ago and just loved the place. When we 
saw the shop available on our second visit, it felt like it 
was meant to be. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

It’s a fascinating area of work and it really plays to my 
need for perfection - I’m always chasing the perfect cof¬ 
fee. There are so many variables that it becomes quite 
obsessive. Speciality grade coffee is a really complex 
product with more flavour notes than you find in wine, 
every cup should be something to savour. I also love the 
community aspect of working in speciality coffee, from 
the other baristas to the wonderful, warm customers. 



■ WHAT makes Amid Giants & Idols different to 
other coffee shops? 

We serve speciality grade coffee, in addition to offering 
some of the worlds finest coffees roasted by the UK’s 
leading micro roasters. We also roast our own range of 
coffees that change with the seasons. This means there 
is always something new to try or take home, whether 
roasted by us or our favourite micro roasters, the coffees 
on offer are some of the finest available from around the 
globe and are always roasted to maximise the flavour of 
the coffee. We think this brings quite a different taste 
experience to your cup. We’ve also tried to create a 
super-comfy space with plenty for customers to absorb 
themselves in. 
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■ YOU recently were placed 11 th at the UK Barista 
Championships semi-finals. What did you have to 
do in the competition? 

You have to make a set number of standard drinks along 
with your own creative “signature” drink. Each drink is 
assessed for appearance, flavour and body by four 
judges. You are also continuously assessed by technical 
judges and have to give a detailed presentation at the 
same time. You are judged on your knowledge of coffee, 
barista skills and of course that all important taste. 

■ HOW did feel to get so far in the contest? 

It was the best feeling and confirmed that what I do in 
the shop is worth all the time and effort that goes into it. 
The competition includes some incredibly talented peo¬ 
ple, I had a massive learning curve and I am still learning 
every day. 

■ WHAT'S you favourite coffee? 

This changes with the seasonal crops. There are a num¬ 
ber of seasonal coffee regions across the globe, and every 
year there will be some stand-out coffees. Right now, I 
am absolutely loving our latest roast “Jumping Jack”. 
It’s an exciting blend of Kenyan, Ethiopian and Costa 
Rican coffees and I've been serving it in the shop all 
week. 


■ WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

I really like the atmosphere and mix of artisan individu¬ 
als in Lyme; I've met some fascinating people doing in¬ 
credibly diverse things. 

■ WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination? 

You mean other than a staycation in Lyme Regis? Well, 
on my radar at the moment is South America, some¬ 
where like Columbia or Venezuela because both coun¬ 
tries look gorgeous. I love South American music and 
I’m really interested in human history, of which there’s 
plenty.

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Environment campaigners rally against fracking 


MEMBERS of Greenpeace and Frack Free Dorset 
combined to run a campaign stall in South Street on 
Saturday of last week. 

They asked members of the public to join the Legal 
Block to horizontal drilling under people’s homes - a 
technique where a company can drill down from some 
distance away and then under properties in their search 
for oil. 

Since the national campaign launched two weeks ago 
it has been gaining momentum and 19,000 people have 
joined the legal block creating a patchwork of no-go 
areas for the hydrocarbons industry. On Saturday 70 
residents of Dorchester, Weymouth, Bridport and 
Bournemouth joined the block. 

Greenpeace claim it is unlawful for companies to 
drill under a home without the owner’s permission. The 
organisation claims that doing so would be trespass and 
break the law. The more people who explicitly refuse 
permission, the harder it will be for companies. 

The industry is understood to have asked the govern¬ 
ment to legislate to remove landowners’ rights and to 
remove the requirement to notify landowners about 
where they plan to drill. 

“Horizontal drilling for oil already takes place in 
Dorset and the recent seismic surveys in the immediate 
area of Dorchester suggest that there are likely to be 
oil/gas wells sunk in this area, with all the attendant in¬ 
dustrialisation of the landscape that this will entail. Pe¬ 
troleum exploration licences have already been issued 
for the whole of South and East Dorset,” said Len Her¬ 
bert, spokesperson for Frack Free Dorset. 

“This is about what we are leaving for generations to 
come. The real solution to the UKs energy crisis lies 
in renewables and energy efficiency. These create jobs 
and reduce our dependence on fossil fuels”

should be completed by November 11th. 

Other phases of the work include Dorset Highways 
carrying out maintenance to the bridge deck while 
Network Rail will be working to clear away vegeta¬ 
tion from the bridge and replacing some brickwork. 
The last phase will involve overnight working and 
road closure, operated by traffic lights, over three 
nights from 11 pm until 6am from November 18th. 

From November 18th the eastern entrance to Strat¬ 
ton off the main road will be closed with access only 
via the western end of the village.

Prince takes a trip 


DORCHESTER has again welcomed Prince Charles 
- his second official visit in a matter of weeks. 

He started the day touring the town’s Dorset History 
Centre in Bridport Road looking at conservation tech¬ 
niques and was also shown an old map of Fordington 
Manor tithe map of 1840, which is now part of his 
Duchy estate. 

County archivist Sam Johnston said: “The prince 
was clearly very interested and knew a lot about the 
preservation of documents. 

“It was great for the staff to meet a royal and see his 
genuine passion in our work.” 

But his main purpose was to meet with and celebrate 
with some of those who have been involved with the 
development of modem Poundbury over the past 20 
years. 

That celebration involved almost 200 people gather¬ 
ing in the Jubilee Hall in Queen Mother Square and 
was attended by builders, planning officers, architects 
and tradesman who have contributed to the develop¬ 
ment. 

Among them was managing director of CG Fry, the 
main builder on the site for most of the past two 
decades. 

Philip Fry said: “It's not just another development 
but a real community with cafes, businesses and it has 
a real buzz.” 

The Prince, who joked that he hoped to live long 
enough to see Poundbury finished praised Frys and an¬ 
other main developer, Morrish, for their help in real¬ 
ising his dream - but added that he also thanked the 
residents who have had to constantly put up with the 
noise of construction. 

His visit concluded with a walking tour of the latest 
developments including a stop in Buttermarket Square 
where two new businesses have moved in since his 
last visit. 

There he stopped at Boo's Toy Shop where he re¬ 
ceived presents from Charlie Polley for his new grand-

child, and also visited the neighbouring Magpie shop. 
Newly established funeral director Matthew Fucas 
also received a royal visit. 

He also stopped at the home of Dan and Susan 
Thomas and baby daughter Mia where he looked over

their home, bought through the Raglan Housing 
shared ownership scheme. 

“He was very friendly and took a real interest in us 
and our baby Mia too,” said Mrs Thomas. 

Building work is expected to continue on the site 
until 2025 by which time it will be home to around 
5,000 people, adding almost a third to Dorchester’s 
population at the time it started. 

The Prince’s Development Manager Simon 
Conibear says the Duchy team is proud of the number 
of small businesses which have been attracted - be¬ 
tween them employing around 1,600 people. Many 
pay less than £10,000 a year, low enough to get them 
under the level where they need to pay business rates. 

There is pride too for the way social housing has 
been integrated into the project with passers-by un¬ 
aware of the difference between housing association 


properties and private homes. 

And in keeping with the Prince’s “green” ideals one 
of his neighbouring farms is the base for the first 
anaerobic digester in the country to feed power into 
the grid - producing enough gas for Poundbury. 

As architect Ben Pentreath said in a Financial Times 
article about development: “Aged 20, Poundbury can 
no longer be dismissed as a mere ‘Quality Street’, 
chocolate-box vision of England. It hasn’t got every¬ 
thing right and it doesn’t provide all the answers. But, 
like an awkward teenager who makes some mistakes 
along the way, it is growing into something with 
stature and a life of its own. It is impossible to find 
another housing estate built in the past quarter century 
that is as richly textured, as intricate, as convincing as 
a whole, and which is getting better not worse with 
age”

New fishing bylaws will protect 
seabed from dredging damage 


LARGE sections of the Dorset coast could 
be better protected by new fishing bylaws 
which seeks to ban the use of fishing gear 
which is towed across the seabed. 

The measure will protect sensitive reefs 
and seagrass sites in Dorset, including Lyme 
Bay and Torbay, Studland to Portland, 
Chesil and the Fleet and Poole Harbour. 

If the proposed byelaw is successful, this 
will mean nearly 25 per cent of the total dis¬ 
trict area will be permanently closed to this 
damaging form of fishing from 2014. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) has wel¬ 
comed the new proposals. 

The idea has come from the Southern In¬ 
shore Fisheries and Conservation Authority 
(Southern IFCA) who manage the Dorset, 


Hampshire and Isle of Wight coastlines. 

Emma Ranee, Marine Conservation offi¬ 
cer from DWT said: “This proposal repre¬ 
sents a great step forward in conservation. 
Some rocky reef habitats that support the 
slow growing pink sea fan and various coral 
species are irreversibly damaged when 
dredged or trawled. 

“This byelaw will prevent any further 
damage and in doing so, maintain the 
health, productivity and economic value of 
the marine environment for future genera¬ 
tions.” 

There are more than 40 different commer¬ 
cial species caught in Dorset using a variety 
of fishing methods, many of which are low 
impact such as rod and line, pots, traps and 


gill nets. 

“A small number of fishers operate in the 
county using trawls and dredges which are 
unselective and have the potential to cause 
considerable damage to the habitats this 
byelaw seeks to protect. 

Low impact traditional fishery is recom¬ 
mended through Dorset Wildlife Trust’s 
Great Dorset Seafood campaign 
(www.greatdorsetseafood .org .uk) which 
links fishers, retailers and consumers 
through choices, sourcing and information.

MP welcomes news Macmillan and CAB partnership will continue 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has wel¬ 
comed the news that Macmillan Cancer 
Support has renewed its contract with the 
Citizens Advice Bureau to provide a home 
visiting service for local people. 

“I am delighted to hear that Macmillan 
has extended its contract with our local Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureaux for their Cancer Sup¬ 
port Service. I have come across 
constituents who have been enormously 
helped by this service at a time of great dif¬ 
ficulty for them - it is extremely good news 
that it will be continuing,” said Mr Letwin. 

Since 2010 a consortium of Dorset Citi¬ 
zen Advice Bureaux (CAB) entered into a 
three year partnership arrangement with 


Macmillan Cancer Support, providing a 
free and confidential advice service for 
people affected by cancer. 

Caseworkers have provided support and 
guidance on issues such as debt, employ¬ 
ment, housing and identifying and claiming 
benefits to which they are entitled. 

Macmillan research identified that wor¬ 
ries about money are second only to health 
concerns for people living with cancer. 91 
per cent of cancer patients suffer a loss of 
income and/or increased costs as a direct 
result of their cancer - four in five cancer 
patients are hit with an average cost of 
£570 a month as a result of their illness. 

There are four caseworkers working 


from Citizens Advice Bureaux in Dorch¬ 
ester, Weymouth, Wimborne and Sher¬ 
borne. Referrals are accepted from health 
professionals or direct from the client. 

Since its launch in September 2010, the 
service has helped 1200 clients to receive 
more than £3.9 million in extra benefits. 
These have included everything from a 
blue badge to mortgages being written 
off. 

Macmillan Cancer Support has just 
agreed to extend the funding of the service 
for a further year from October 2013. 

Megan Standage, Macmillan Social 
Worker at Dorset County Hospital, said 
that she finds the partnership arrangement 


with Citizens Advice Bureau a great help: 
“The Macmillan CAB team offer a won¬ 
derful service ensuring that people with a 
cancer diagnosis receive the benefits they 
are entitled to and alleviates their financial 
worries during what is a very difficult 
time.” 

Beth Fox, the project manager at the 
Dorchester Citizens Advice Bureau, said: 
“We’re very pleased that Macmillan has 
put its trust in our caseworkers by renewing 
this extremely needed contract for another 
year.”

THIS crumbly, fruity 
mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. 
Serve warm with 
lashings of brandy 
butter. 


INGREDIENTS 


. 350g/12oz high quality mincemeat, . 75g/2%oz ground almonds 
preferably homemade . 125g/4y20z unsalted butter, diced 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted . 1 large free-range egg, beaten 

. 40g/1 1 / 20 Z golden caster sugar . milk, to glaze 


PREPARATION 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by hand 
and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so.Thinly roll out the 


pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
prepared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, pre 
heat the oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown. 
Remove to a wire rack and serve warm.

Bennett's play is as 
much about the theatre 
as it is about poetry or 
music. It looks at the un¬ 
settling desires of two 
difficult men, and at the 
ethics of biography. It re¬ 
flects on growing old, on 
creativity and inspiration, 
and on persisting when 
all passion's spent: ulti¬ 
mately, on the habit of 
art.

Tosca tells the story of the love between the famous 
opera singer FloriaTosca and the painterand political 
activist Mario Cavaradossi. Cavaradossi sends the po¬ 
litical escapee and former Roman Consul-General, Ce- 
sare Angelotti, to hide down the well in his garden. 

The evil Baron Scarpia is determined to have Tosca 
for himself, and invites her to supper in order to dis¬ 
cover the whereabouts of Angelotti. He orders the tor¬ 
ture of Cavaradossi in her earshot. 

Unable to bear his screams of pain, Tosca willingly 
gives up the information n but not before she has per¬ 
suaded Scarpia to allow her and her lover to escape 
from Rome. 

He insists that to satisfy the authorities, Cavaradossi 
must undergo a mock execution, and arranges this 
with one of his henchmen, Spoletta. He then provides 


Tosca with a note of safe-conduct for her and her 
lover. 

As Scarpia attempts to ravish Tosca, she stabs him. 
Before his body is discovered, she rushes to the prison 
in the Castel Sant'Angelo to tell Cavaradossi that he 
has to face the firing squad, that the muskets will con¬ 
tain blanks, and he will have to act his death. 

But Scarpia has tricked Tosca - the bullets are real! 
As Cavaradossi lies dead and Scarpia’s henchmen ap¬ 
proach, Tosca is left with no alternative and takes her 
own life. 

Puccini's timeless verismo score is well served by 
two exceptional casts.

THE FLEET favourite and multi award-winning new Mazda6 
has become even more appealing for company car drivers 
with a carbon dioxide (C02) emission cut that delivers tax 
savings. 

Engine modifications to the SKYACTIV-D 2.2-litre 150ps 
engine powering both the new Mazda6 Saloon and Tourer 
manual models deliver a C02 emission reduction of 4g/km 
and 6g/km respectively to just 104g/km and 1 lOg/km. 

Critically, the engine improvements also deliver improved 
fuel economy with the Saloon now returning an incredible 
72.4mpg (+5.1 mpg) and theTourer 67.3mpg (+3.1 mpg) on 
the combined cycle. 

As a result, Mazda expects a further strengthening of cor¬ 
porate demand for the low emission model, with delivery 
lead times as short as two weeks compared with up to four 
months of some rivals.

percent meaning an annual company car benefit-in-kind 
tax saving of £45.48 for a basic rate taxpayer (£3.79 a 
month) and a £90.96 (£7.58 a month) saving for a higher 
rate taxpayer. 

Saloon and Tourer models powered by the SKYACTIV-D 
2.2-litre 150ps engine are also available in SE Nav, SE-L, SE- 
L Nav, Sport* and Sport Nav* trim.Therefore, depending on 
company car choice, benefit-in-kind tax savings in 2013/14 
could be up to £51.68 (£4.31 a month)/£48.48 (£4.04 a

"Indeed, the improvements that have delivered the C02 
emissions reduction and, consequently, the company car 
benefit-in-kind tax savings and fuel economy improve¬ 
ments mean that the 2.2-litre 150ps diesel models remain 
among the most efficient models in the C/D segment. 

"The new Mazda6 is the no compromise choice for com¬ 
pany car drivers. They can have power, performance and 
driving fun with low emissions and first class fuel economy 


due to our SKYACTIV technology. That cannot be obtained 
from rival manufacturers who have resorted to smaller en¬ 
gine displacements in pursuit of emission and MPG im¬ 
provements."

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New Panamera Turbo S raises Porsche Gran Turismo to new heights 


COMBINING a power output of 570 hp with an extensive level 
of dynamic and comfort-oriented features, the four door, four 
seat Porsche Panamera Turbo S epitomises the Gran Turismo 
concept. The new 192 mph saloon car will be guaranteed spe¬ 
cial status at the pinnacle of the range when it celebrates its 
world premiere at theTokyo Motor Show (22 November -1 De¬ 
cember). 

The sporting and luxurious character of the new Panamera 
Turbo S is evident not only in its driving performance, but also 
in its distinctive appearance. For example, the dynamic poten¬ 
tial is hinted at by the 20-inch 911 Turbo II wheels, which are not 
only larger but also significantly wider than the standard wheels 
on other models. And the metallic exterior paint colour, Palla¬ 
dium, that is available solely for the new model not only brings 
an air of exclusivity but also enhances the purposeful, elegant 
contours. 

New turbochargers and a higher injection pressure 
boost power by 50 hp 

A 50 hp increase in power compared to the Panamera Turbo 
engine has been achieved through specific revisions to a num¬ 
ber of components. Two new turbochargers with larger com¬ 
pressors are fitted to the Turbo S, which increase the air flow 
and permit more air to be injected into the combustion cham¬ 
bers at high loads and engine speeds. In addition, the injection 
pressure has been increased by 20 bar to 140 bar. Together, both 
of these measures also enable higher component loads, and 
this in turn has been compensated by pistons made from a new 
aluminium alloy and specially coated piston rings. 

This approach has two further advantages. By preparing the 
air:fuel mixture in the combustion chambers more effectively, 
torque increases by 50 Nm to 750 Nm between 2,250 and 5,000 
rpm, with the overboost increasing to 800 Nm.The extra torque 
makes the engine even more responsive, such as when over¬ 
taking, for instance. The second enhancement is the fact that 
the New European Driving Cycle (NEDC) fuel consumption fig¬ 
ures for the new model are the same as those of the Panamera 
Turbo at 27.7 mpg; which is an improvement of over 11 per cent 
versus the prior model. 

When fitted with the optional sports exhaust system, the 
Panamera Turbo S offers drivers the opportunity to further revel 


in the mellifluous sound of the V8. This unique sound experi¬ 
ence is achieved by means of an acoustic channel that can be 
switched at the push of a button; the channel directs the engine 
sound straight into the interior. 

In addition, individual cylinders are skipped when switching 
up a gear, allowing the engine speed to fall faster and the clutch 
to engage quickly.

Lack of tyre maintenance is increasing road 
risk for the majority of young drivers 


YOUNG drivers are at a greater risk of being involved in a tyre 
related accident through a lack of regular tyre maintenance, 
according to a new survey commissioned by TyreSafe and 
young driver insurer ingenie. 

Over a third of drivers aged 18-25 had never checked their 
tread depth - and two out of three had not checked their 
tread within the last month, the maximum period recom¬ 
mended between checks. 

A similarly worrying picture emerged regarding tyre pres¬ 
sures. A quarter confessed they had never checked their tyre 
pressures, with three out of five admitting they had not 
checked them in the last month. 

The research also highlighted the need to better educate 
young drivers about the importance of proper tyre care, as al¬ 
most half admitted they'd never been shown how to check the 
condition of their tyres. More than half of those questioned 
also didn't know that it was the driver's responsibility to en¬ 
sure that the car's tyres are safe and legal and a massive 85 
percent were unaware that the maximum fine for driving on 
an illegal tyre was £2,500; and more than a third were unaware 
that drivers could receive three penalty points for driving on 
an illegal tyre. With new drivers getting their licence revoked 
if they receive six points in two years - the equivalent of driv¬ 
ing on two illegal tyres - young drivers need to be made aware 
there are serious consequences of driving on illegal tyres. 

"Regular basic tyre maintenance is a critical element of being 
a safe and responsible driver, yet these latest findings would 
suggest that this message is being lost on young drivers 
today,"comments Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "We saw 
an increase last year in the number of tyre related road casu¬ 
alties and if we fail to take immediate action in educating 
young drivers about the need to look after their tyres properly, 
sadly we can only expect to see this figure rise further." 


Richard King, founder and CEO of ingenie added: "With al¬ 
most half of young drivers never having been shown how to 
check the condition of their tyres, it's clear that we need to do 
more to ensure they have the right knowledge in this area. At 
ingenie we're all about helping young people save on their in¬ 
surance by driving safely, so launching this video in partner¬ 
ship with TyreSafe continues our commitment to helping 
young drivers stay safe on the road" 

Tread depth and tyre pressure checks are important for safe 
driving as they ensure that the car can brake, accelerate, cor¬ 
ner and handle properly. These are of particular importance 
during the winter months as worsening weather conditions 
make driving more hazardous. However, according to Tyre¬ 
Safe, regular checks which should be carried out on a monthly 
basis, can help to minimise safety risks and need only take a 
few minutes to complete. 

To help young drivers understand the consequences of poor 
tyre care and how they should be checked, TyreSafe and inge¬ 
nie have released a video starring BBC Outnumbered actor 
and ingenie video blogger 
Tyger Drew-Honey, who has 
recently passed his driving 
test. 

During the movie, which 
can be seen by visiting 
www.tyresafe.org/tyre- 
safety/young-drivers, two 
other young drivers are 
quizzed on their tyre knowl¬ 
edge and are shown the con¬ 
sequences of poor tyre care 
in a dramatic emergency 
stop manoeuvre recreation.
